Chicago, December 29.—Results of 
the first successful experiments on 
astronomical device at the Mount 
Wilson (Cal.) observatory reveal- 
ing that certain remote stars in the 
firmament are many thousand times 
larger in size than astronomers had 
ever surmised, was discussed today 
by Prof. A. A.-Michelson, noted sci- 
entist of the University of Chicago, 
who perfected the device, before the 
American Physical society, meeting 
bere in conjunction with the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advance- 
ment of Scence. 

Under the direction of Prof. 
Michelson, astronomical experts here 
just computed the diameter of Al- 
pha Orionus, one of the stars in 
the constellation of Orion. 

The orb is found to be three hun- 
dred million miles in diameter, mak- 
ing it 300 times the sun’s size. 

Its volume is 27,000,000 times as 
great as the sun. The sun being 
almost a million times greater in 


volume than the earth, this planet 
seems most insignificant in compari- 
son with Alpha Orionis.

Grady Bailey Succumbs 
at Local Hospital, After

Grady Bailey, 23 years old, a store-

According to reports received from 
East Point police, it is believed that 
Bailey was struc kby an automobdle 
and was thrown on to the car tracks, 
where he lay in an unconscious con- 
dition until the trolley car passed 
over his legs, severing them both. 

The motorman did not realize that 
his car had run over anyone, the 
unconscious body being discovered 
by Bailey's business partner just 
after the trolley had passed.

Washington, December 29.—Two 
of the fifteen bills carrying appro- 
priations to run the government 
during the year beginning next July 
reached the house today and were 
given more than the usual prelimi- 
nary scrutiny because of the an- 
nounced intention of republican 
leaders to cut government expendi- 
tures. 

The sundry civil bill, which con- 
tains tre miscellaneous appropria- 
tions, as reported, carries a total 
of $383,611,292. This total represents 
a Slashing of $420,914,192 from the 


estimates submitted by the govern- 


ment departments, and a reduction 


'of $52,237,514 from the amount ap- 


propriated through the same bill 
last year. 

The cut in estimates for the post- 
office bill, the other appropriation 
measure submitted, however, was 
not so great, and the expenditure 
recommended represented a consid- 
erable increase over this year’s ap- 
r'ropriation, The measure as report- 
ed carried $573,964,721, a reduction 
of $11,442,181 from the amount ask- 
ed by the postoffice department, 
but an increase of $69,530,021 over 
the appropriations for the current 
year. 


Demoeratic leaders were prompt | 


to point out that the sum total 
carried by both bills, if passed, as 
submitted by the appropriations 
committee, would add about $17,- 
600,000 to the cost of running the 
government next .year. Republican

(Special.)—Two firemen injured and 
property damage estimated at $25,- 
000, were the results of the most

The sundry civil bill, carrying a 
total of $383,611,292, or $420,914,192 
less than wae asked by the govern- 
ment departments, was reported to- 
day by the house appropriations 
committee. It was the first of the 
big supply measures for the next 
fiscal year to be completed and its 
total was $52,237,514 lesa than the 
amount appropriated for similar 
purposes this year,

After salutes had been exchanged, 
Mr. Colby and his party were trans- 
ferred to the cruiser, which brought 
them to this city. 

The crack cavalry regiment of the 
Pruguayan army was drawn up at 
the pier, where Mr. Colby was 
greeted by Foreign Minister Buero. 
The drive to the palace, whére the 
Secretary was received by Presi- 
dent Brum, was one continuous ova- 
tion, there being an almost unin- 


terrupted rendition of “The Star 
Spangled Banner,’ which was pPlay- 
ed by eight bands stationed at va- 
rious points. Each band took up 
the American national hymn as the 
party drove by. 

Upon reaching the palace, Secre- 
tary Colby met President Brum, and 
after conversing for some time, 
stepped out on the balcony, where 
he reviewed the military parade, 
aving his hand to the people, who 

uted for an address. Later he 
was driven to the Parque hotel, 
where the foreign minister was his 
host at dinner. In a short address 
following the dinner, Senor Buero 
praised President Wilson, and con- 
tinued: 

“The force of our great continent 
lies in its characteristic idealists. 
The destiny of America is the des- 
tiny of idealism. America has no 
reason for being unless her destiny 
ad duty be an ideal. It is her priv- 
ilege to declare and stand for the 
rights of men, for nothing else tis 
worth fighting for, and nothing else 
is worth sacrifice.” 

Mr. Colby received a score of Uru- 
guayan newspaper men, and in a 
brief statement explained he was 
the personal emissary of President 
Wilson. He said Uruguay was an 
illustration of the great truth that 
the greatness of a country should 
not be measured by its territorial 
extent. He expressed his gratifica- 
tion at the cordial reception given 
him by the people of the city.

AMENDMENT HITS 
SNAG WEDNESDAY 


The reapportionment amendment to 
the state constitution, ratified in 
the recent general election, struck 
a snag Wednesday when Governor 
Hugh M. Dorsey requested Attor- 
ney General R. A. Denny to decide 
whether newly-elected members of 
the assembly can legally take their 
seats in June. This situation was 
brought about by ‘a conflict be- 
tween the amendment and the con- 
stitution. 

The amendment provides that the 
eight counties having largest popu- 
lation each shall have three repre- 
sentatives, the 30 counties next in 
population each two representatives 
and all other counties each one rep- 
resentative.

New Haven Suit Is Settled. 


As a result of the decision just handed down by Judge Hough, in 
the federal court to the effect that the cause of the action was doubtful, 


. the directors of the ‘New Haven have settled the $150,000,000 damage 


suit brought by the minority shareholders for $2,500,000. But, while 
this long-drawn-out suit is thus settled, the indictment brought by the 
interstate commerce commission, after its investigation of the New 
Haven, under orders from congress, stands. In that investigation it 
was disclosed, among other things, that there had been unlawful di- 
version of corporate funds to political organizations; that retainers to 
lawyers had been scattered throughout five states, not for things done, 
but to prevent things from being done; that there had been an ex- 
tensive use of a paid lobby; that an attempt had been made to control 
the press by subsidizing reporters and buying $400,000 securities of New 
ngland papers; that within ten years New Haven’s capitalization had 
been increased from $93,000,000 to $417,000,000, not including accumu- 
lation of $40,000,000 floating debt; that $204,000,000 of this increase 
had been spent by the company “for operations outside of its railroad 
sphere.” 
“ Then, the commission adds: “It is inconceivable that these wrongs 
could have gone on without interference if the members of the board 
of directors had been true to the faith they owed the stockholders. 
The directors actively or passively acquiesced in the efforts of the 
Mellen-Morgan-Rockefeller regime. If these directors who were faith- 
less to their stewardship were held responsible in the courts and at 
the bar of public opinion for their failure to do those things they 
should have done, the lesson to directors who do not direct would be 
very salutary. When these directors were negligent and _ serious 
losses resulted therefrom they were guilty of a grave dereliction of 
duty and a breach of trust that was morally wrong and criminal in 


its fruits.” 
Some Good Results. 

Something good at least has grown out of the railroad scandals 
that occurred in New Haven, Alton, Rock Island. Today the Chicago 
and Eastern Illinois, which was a highly prosperous company until 
it became involved in the Rock Island mess, is appearing before the 
interstate commerce commission with plans for a financial reorgani- 
zation. This is the first bankrupt railroad to thus submit its reor- 
ezanization plans under the new transportation act. It is now up to 
the commission with its new powers to see that there is a proper re- 
organization. Heret®#fore some of our railway reorganizations have 
been as scandalous as the original acts which brought about réceiver- 
ship. In the future the commission must see to it that capitalization 
mistakes such as occurred in New Haven are corrected in reorganiza- 
tions, or else it must itself confess failure. Through the new law which 
places in the hands of the commission supervision of the issuance of 
the new securities the commission has power to correct past as well 
as future mistakes in railway financing.

“Some of my American friends,” | 


Northcliffe says by way of acknow]- 
edging the suspicions which evoked 
his article, “seem anxious or sus- 


Ppicious about the supposed obliga- 


tions of Great Britain to join Japan 
in & war against the United States 
under the terms of the_Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance. These suspicions 
seem to me to be as unfounded 
as those which were the subject 
of my recent exchange of messages 
With my friend, Secretary of the 
Navy Daniels. 

“Though I am not a great his- 
torian, I do remember some things: 
One of them is that the Anglo-Jap- 
anese alliance was formed at a time 
when what was called the triple al- 
liance of the Far East, consisting 
of Germany, Russia and France, was 
in full blast after having compelled 
Japan to tear up the Shimonoseki 
treaty with China, concluded after 
the Chino-Japanese war of 1893. 

Beginning of Trouble. ¢ 

“That triple alliance was really 
the beginning of most of the trou- 
ble in the Far East, but neither it 
nor the Anglo-Japanese alliances, 
formed in 1902, was in any way di- 
rected against the United States. In 
fact,.the United States then was 
not very actively interested in Far 
Eastern politics. 

“When war broke out between 
Russia and Japan early in 1904, 
France, who was allied with Russia, 
and England, who was allied with 
Jap@h, ‘contracted out’ of the war. 
Their agreement not to fight each 
other in the Russo-Japanese quar- 
rel was one of the things that led 
to the Anglo-French entente of April, 
1904, which, in its turn, helped to 
save the world from German dom- 
ination. 

“There was a second agreement 
between Great Britain and Japan in 
August, 1905, which dealt with the 
Far East and India, but again it 
was not directed, even by any pos- 
sible implication, against the United 
States. 

“When this alliance was revised 
ina July, 1911, and extended for a 
term of ten years, a clause Was in- 
serted, stipulating that nothing in 
the agreement should entail upon 
either contracting party an obliga- 
tion to go to war against any power 
with whom a treaty of general ar- 
bitration had been concluded and 
was in force. This was the fixst 
reference to the United States in 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance and it 
was a friendly reference. 

Taft Completed Treaty. 

“President Taft had concluded 


'with Great Britain a treaty of gen- 


eral arbitration a month earlier, 
and Britain felt that as this treaty 
might be out of harmony with the 
alliance, the latter should be 
brought into harmony with the An- 
glo-American arbitration treaty. It 
is gn important p6éInt that this re- 
ales and renewal of the Anglo- 


Japanese treaty were carried out 
only after the fullest consultation 
in London with the responsible min- 


isters of the Dominions, who gave 
their unreserved support. 

“Had the Anglo-American treaty 
of arbitration ever been ratified, 
Great Britain thus would rave been 
ruled out of the possibiility of sid- 
ing with Japan in any conflict be- 
tween Japan and the United States. 
What happened, in reality, was that 
not Great Britain, but the United 
States senate, refused to ratify the 
treaty of arbitration—in March, 
1912. 

“Consequently, if there is any sus- 
picion among Americans as to the 
obligations of Great Britain, those 
suspicious cannot, with justice, be di- 
rected against Great Britain, who is 
as ready now, oe is has always 
been, to conclude ratify 4 treaty 
of geenral arbitration with the 
United States. 

“But in default of an arbitration 
treaty, there is the peace commis- 
sion treaty, signed at Washington 
on September 15, 1914. Though this 
is not a general arbitration treaty 
within the meaning of Article 4 of 
the Anglo-Japanese alliance, Britain 
notified Japan, at the moment of its 
signature, that it would be So. re- 
garded by Great Britain for the pur- 
poses of the Anglo-Japanese alli- 
ance.” 

Some of the information being 
given in these lines has been held 
highly secret hitherto. Northcliffe 
devoted his entire day to obtaining 
the data for his statement, so im- 
portant did he deem an. accurate 
statement as to the history of the 
alliance.

SHORTAGE PREDICTED 
N COTTONSEED Ol 


Memphis, December 29.—That a 
serious shortage of cotton seed oil 


/and meal will occur in the near fu- 


ture unless thereis such improve- 
ment in prices both for cotton seed 


and cotton seed products as. will 
justify the farmer in selling tl 
seed now in his hands and in haf- 
vesting the remainder of the crop, 
was the announcement made follow- 
ing a meeting of cotton seed crush- 
ers, oil manufacturers and farmers 
from all parts of the south, held 
here today. 

The meeting, which was called to 
discuss the present cundtiion of the 
eotton seed market in the south, 
and to map out plans for its im- 
provement, determined on a scheme 
of closer co-operation between the 
producer of cotton seed and the 
manufacturers. In the formal state- 
ment issued following the meeting, 
it was stated that “due to the col- 
lapse in prices, only 35 per cent of 
the seed harvested has been offered 
in the market, aS against 60 per 
cent last year.” 

To this fact was attributed the 
closing down of many’of the cotton 
oil mills, which were unapte to Se- 
cure seed. 

The statement says that the vis!- 
ble supply of cotton oil, including 
that contained in seed in the hands 
of the mills, is only sufficient for 
four months’ domestic supply, and 
that the visible supply of meal Is 
only sufficient for two months of 
domestic supply.

Washington, December. 29.—By 
the passage of the dyestuffs import 
regulations act Great Britain has 
definitely accepted the theory that 
poison gas will be the supreme 
weapon of the next war and at the 
same time has opened the way for 
the entry of German dyes into this 
country, according to the views ex- 
pressed tonight by chemical experts 
of the government. 

The British act which become a 
law yesterday, prohibits the impor- 
tation of dyestuffs into Great Brit- 
ain for ten years, which govern- 


ernment experts declared, will ena- | 


ble England to build up her dye 
industry to a point of complete 
independence from the outside 
world. 

Poison gas and dyestuffs both 
come from coal tar, it was explain- 


ed, and from the manufacture of: 


the commercial article to the prog 
duction of the military weapon 
but another step in a continuous 
process. By insuring the develop- 
ment of the dye industry, chemical 
experts hére said, Great Britain has 
laid the groundwork for possible 
widespread use of gas in warfare as 
chemical factories can turg from 
the manufacture of dyestuffs to the 
production of poison gas practi- 
cally at will. 

Direct competition in this country 
between “German and American- 
made dyes also is seen by officials 
here as a result of the British dye- 
stuffs act. While the act prohib- 
its the importation of dye prod- 
ucts into the United Kingdom, the 
restriction does not apply to goods 
imported for exportation after 
transit through the United King- 
dom or by way of transshipment. 
Under the present war trade board 
regulations, officials explained, dyes 
may not be imported into this coun- 
try when it can be shown they are
